RE:  Notice of fees for services

Beginning July 1, 2023, the Health Statistics Center will begin charging the attached fees for 
services. These fees were set in WV State Code of State Rules as early as 1988 but were not fully 
implemented. Over the last few years, cost of security paper has increased substantially due to the 
closure of paper mills and secure printers in the United States. The volume of requests for 
corrections, amendments, and data requests has increased as well, and staffing has been increased 
to address these requests.  

Certified copies of vital records will remain $12 per copy.  

The fees to be implemented that previously were not charged are explained in the attached 
appendix and are items B, D, F, H, I and K (charges for data and statistics requests). Item E was 
previously implemented and will continue to be charged. 

Replacement of previously issued certified copies of vital events is no longer available beginning 
July 1, 2023, unless the correction or amendment is due to an error on behalf of the WV Health 
Statistics Center. Certified copies after amendment or correction will continue to be $12 each.
